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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Michael Kelly on 08/04/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

6. (Currently Amended) The vehicular mirror assembly of claim 4 wherein the somewhat 
cylindrical flared bulb end portion comprises an annular face having an approximately 45° bevel. 

7. (Currently Amended) The vehicular mirror assembly of claim 6 wherein the generally 
cylindrical elongated annular neck portion comprises a truncated cone inclined approximately 
10°. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 2-4, 6-15, 17-28, and 30-37 were previously rejected and claims 3, 6, 7, 11-15, 
20, 23-28, 33, 36, and 37 are newly amended. Claims 1, 5, 16, and 29 have been cancelled. 
Claims 2-4, 6-15, 17-28, and 30-37 are currently pending. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pp. 9-19, filed 04/07/2008, with respect to claims 1 1, 24, and 
37 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-4, 6-15, 17-28, and 
30-37 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4, 6-15, 17-28, and 30-37 are allowed (and have been renumbered 1-33). 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
With respect to claims 1 1, 24, and 37, though the prior art discloses most of the limitations of 
these claims, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the aforementioned combination 
further comprising an elongated annular neck portion of the mounting stud tapering gradually 
inwardly to the flared bulb end portion. 

With respect to claims 2-4, 6-11, 12-15, 17-23, 25-28, and 30-36, these claims depend on 
claims 1 1, 24, or 37 and are allowable at least for the reasons stated supra.
